2. Claims 1 1-24 are now present in the instant application. 
Claims 1-10 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14,16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention since they are dependent upon a cancelled 

claim, probably the claims should have been dependent upon Claim 1 1 . 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 1-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention with respect to the microorganism required to make and 
use the claimed inventions. 
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The Depository is not one of the recognized Deposities noted on page 5. 

Applicant is not in full compliance with the Rules of Deposits in the U.S. 

It is apparent that strain is required to practice the claimed invention(s) as 
recited in the claims. As a required element it must be known and readily available to the 
public or obtainable by a repeatable method set forth in the specification. If it is not so 
obtainable or available, the enablement requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
may be satisfied by a deposit of strain. See 37 C. F. R. 1 .802. 

The specification does not provide a repeatable method for obtaining the 
strain and it does not appear to be a readily available material.
